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300 Atlit detainees 
return to Lebanon

ATLIT. - About 300 Shiite de- 
tainees were released from the pris- 
on here yesterday, returning to 
Lebanon for what the Associated 
Press described as a heroes' wel- 
come. 

Crowds of clapping, cheering peo- 
ple, AP reported, thronged die 
streets of Tyre as the beaming pris- 
oners, dressed in blue tracksuits, 
emerged from four buses to hugs and 
kisses. 

“This is a victory for Amai, a 
victoiy for all oppressed people,” 
Daoud Daoud, a Tyre leader of the 
Amal Shi’ite movement, was quoted 
as saying. 

“We want 735 back,” he shouted 
through a bullhorn, referring to the 
Lebanese prisoners the Shi'ite hi- 
jackers demanded be released in a 
swap for the TWA hostages. “The 
Israelis have released 300. We are 
still waiting for another 435. Other- 
wise there wiD be another strike. ” 

A few hours earlier, the prisoners, 
who appeared fit and healthy, smiled 
broadly for the cameras, and some 
gave “V” for victory signs as they left 
the cellblocks in Atlit and jogged the 
short , distance across the prison's 
courtyard to where a fleet of Egged 
buses waited. 

In their new tracksuits and “Eilat” 


sandals, they looked more like mem- 
bers of an athletics team titan men 
who had been incarcerated for sever- 
al months. 

The detainees, most of them in 
their late ’teens and early twenties 
had short hair and many sported 
beards. 

According to Israel Defence 
Forces sources, the majority of the 
Shi’ites were taken prisoner during 
the implementation of the IDFs 
“iron fist” policy as it was withdraw- 
ing from Lebanon. 

Many prisoners were said to be 
members ofthe Hezbollah or “Party 
of God'’, the radical Shi'ite faction 
believed to have been responsible 
for the TWA hijacking. 

One of the prisoners told the re- 
porter for Israel’s Arabic television 
that they were all healthy, and happy 
to be going home. 

He said that they had been treated 
well aod the relationship with their 
Israeli guards bad been good. 

The release and loading was con- 
ducted in a quiet and orderly man- 
ner, with about 30 detainees 
assigned to each bus. 

As they boarded, the prisoners 
were handcuffed with plastic ties by 
the Israeli guards who were to 
accompany them from the prison to

Shultz says Beirut airport 
a menace, must be closed

WASHINGTON. - Secretary of 
State George Shultz yesterday 
reiterated that the U.S. wants to 
close Beirut airport, despite the 
latest threats from the Islamic Jihad 
that the seven remaining U.S. 
citizens held in Lebanon would be 
banned. f 

“We must think not only about the 
present, but we must think about the 
future and recognize that we have a 
place here that has become a 
genuine menace,” Shultz siad, refer- 
ring to the airport. 

Shultz told reporters that the Mid- 
dle East would certainly be on the 
agenda of the November summit 
involving President Reagan and 
Soviet leader Mikhail .Gorbachev. 


He referred to such discussions as 
“damage control and infoimation 
sharing.” 

The secretary also spoke hopeful- 
ly of attempts to revive direct Arab- 
feraeli peace negotiations. But he 
refused to be dragged into any spe- 
culation about what the Soviets 
would have to do to become directly 
involved with the U.S. in the peace 
process. 

The visiting director-gen era] of 
the Foreign Ministry, David Kim- 
che, who has met in recent days with 
Shultz and other senior administra- 
tion officials, said yesterday the U.S. 
has still not come up with an accept- 
able list of Palestinians who might

“Unprecedented” was the word 
most often heard in the capital mar- 
kets yesterday as the stock exchange 
and banks reopened after the pro- 
longed break caused by the 
announcement of the new economic 
plan and the one-day strike on Tues- 
day. . 

Huge rises were recorded in share 
prices, in the order of 20-40 percent, 
as a massive buying wave struck the 
market. Index-linked bonds also 
soared, in light of the expectation of 
very high price indexes which are to 
be announced in mid-July, mid- 
August and mid-September for 
June. July and August respectively. 

Dollar-linked bonds, on the other 
hand, foiled to rise by the full 
amount of the 26% devaluation that 
took place between Thursday and 
Sunday, including the 18.8% that 
was part of the plan itself. j

Some analysts believe that this

NEW YORK (AP) -The three-man 
flight crew held hostage aboard a 
TWA plane for 17 days said yester- 
day that the hijackers beat two navy 
divers, one of whom they killed, 
apparently over frustration in not 
getting their demands across to the 

crew-members, 

John Testrake, 57, captain of 
flight 847, also described at a New 
York news conference how the 
Shi'ite terrorists went through the 
plane looking for U.S. military per- 
sonnel. 

Testrake said they found two men 
and brought them up to a section 
behind the cockpit and tied them up. 

“They beat them quite severely,” 
he said. 

He apparently referred to navy 
divers Robert Stethem and Clinton 
Suggs. 

“They wrenched one of the arms 


off (Benjamin) Zimmerman’s flight 
engineer chair and used that as a dub 
to beat these young men. They 
would jump on them with all of their 
weight, on their bodies. They 
jumped on their bodies repeatedly 
and did this on and off,” Testrake 
said. 

First Officer Phillip Maresca, 42, 
said the worst moment was when 
they killed Stethem. 

“I felt almost partially responsible 
for that,” he said, explaining the 
hijackers became frustrated because 
of the language barrier and they 
foiled to get their demands across. 

Asked if be thought that was why 
Stethem was shot and dumped on 
the runway, Maresca bowed ids head 
slightly and said: “I believe so.. .This 
was definitely the low point for me.”

Stock market soars, 
public dumps ‘patam’

With the Histadrut threaten- 
ing strike action by the beginning 
of next week if agreement is not 
reached with the government by 
tomorrow, the two sides foiled to 
make headway yesterday in talks 
on the future of the economic 
plan and the compensation to be 
paid to workers. 

Last night no date had been set 
for. the resumption of negotia- 
tions between the government 
and the labour federation, not- 
withstanding regular telephone 
contacts between the two sides. 
But Histadrut sources said that 
the talks were likely to resume 
today at the directors-general 
level. 

But since nothing was accom- 
plished at yesterday's meeting be- 


tween Treasury Director-General 
Emmanuel Sharon and Histadrut 
Trade Union Department Chairman 
Haim Haberfeld, the stage has been 
set for the intervention of Prime 
Minister Peres and Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i. They will have to 
deal personally with Histadrut 
Secretary-General YIsrael Kessar. 

Last nigjtfs slan ging match between 
Kessar and Moda'i on Israel TV does 
not augur well for such personal 
intervention. (See story below) 

The government's economic plan' 
for the next three months, 
announced Monday morning, calls 
for drastic reductions in standards of 
living to revive the economy. 
Among other drastic steps, govern- 
ment decrees under emergency reg- 
ulations are to override existing 
wage agreements, eliminating cost- 
of-Uving increments for the three 
months and replacing them with a 
one-time erosion -compensation 
payment to workers. The decrees 


would also be used to dismiss 3 per 
cent of public-sector workers. 

In response to a general strike in 
protest against the plan, though. 
Prime Minister Peres announced 
Tuesday he would postpone imple- 
mentation of several key elements in 
tiie programme, , pending talks with 
the Histadrut. 

The Histdrut has only a day or two 
to produce results before graSs-roots 
pressure forces industrial action, the 
Histadrut sources said. Port and 
other workers jin Ashdod struck 
yesterday under the leadership of 
die local labour council head, and 1 
unrest was rising in several works 
committees, including the powerful 
Israel Aircraft Industries works 
committee.

Cigarettes,” but those in the know 
tell me the box has just come from 
the Gaza District.

People at cafes and restaurants 
seem -eager to sit at nncleaned 
tables, where the ashtrays are over- 
flowing with butts. If they’re lucky, 
tbeynonchalantiy light up one ofthe 
butts, pretending to have smoked 
the curette from die beginning. 
But the waiters usually beat the 
customers to it and empty the 
ashtraysinto a.box in the back for the 
workers. 

A wizened old woman sits next to 


me at the bus stop and asks me 
something in Spanish, bolding out a 
wad of shekel notes. Thinking she’^ ; 
inquiring about the bus fore, now 
that new prices have been 
announced, I begin to explain. But 
she gestures wildly at die cigarette in 
my hand and thrusts the notes at me . 

. Feeling guilty, I give her one ofthe 
very few left in my bag, refusing the 
money. (A friend had dropped half a 
pack of Europa - something I 
wouldn't touch with a 10-foot pole 
on ordinary days - before leaving 
that morning. Instead of telling him, 
I deftly lacked it under the table 
while kissing him goodbye.) 

Early in the morning, I found a 
group of children foraging in the 
garbage cans behind my apartment 
building. With the butts they hope to 
collect, they plan to roll new 
ci gare ttes and sell them-

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Incentive plan to help 
boost banking profits

The Bank oflsraeJ is working on a 
plan to' grant commercial banks in- 
centives that will help them boost 
their profits, so by 1988 they will be 
able to show profits of $200-5300 
million - the level necessary to pre- 
vent the public from selling its bank 
shares to the government. 

This was revealed yesterday by 
Examiner of Banks Galia Maor at a 
news conference at which she pre- 
sented her annual survey. 

Maor said that the sums that the 
government will have to give to the 
commercial banks will be much low- 
er than those it could be forced to 
spend if the holders of bank shares 
decide in October 1988 to sell them 
to the government in accordance 
with the 1983 arrangement. 


She added that the incentives will 
be in proportion to the banks* own 
efforts to improve profits and will 
encourage efficiency. Maor stressed 
chat the plan was preferable to the 
nationalization of the banks. 

According to Maor, the commer- 


cial banks will be called on to make 
much greater efforts to cut costs and 
reduce the scope of their activities in 
the coming months. Hie commercial 
banks had a IS 69 billion profit in 
1984 - in December 1984 prices - 
following a IS136b. loss the previous 
year. Nevertheless, the change 
needed in banking activities is yet to. 
come, she said. 

She made it dear that the banks’ 
overseas subsidiaries will not extend 
their activities in the coming months, 
but will have to continue consolidat- 
ing. 

Maor said that the pnblic will no 
longer have at its disposal financial 
tools giving it full liquidity and price 
linkage. The last of such tools, the 
current Patam accounts, were block- 
ed by the government on Monday. 

Thus, persons due to make large 
payments will not be able fully to 
protect money in cash in their hands 
before the payment is due. A person 
selling a house will not be able to get 
100 per cent protection from infla- 
tion if he wants to use this money 
some weeks or months lateT to make 
a large payment.

U.S. bars Soviet anti-Zionists

Dragunsky, a Jew active in the 
Soviet authorities' fight against 
Zionism, was invited by “progres- 
sive U.S. circles” to take part in a 
festive meeting marking the “40th 
anniversary of the victory over Fasc- 
ism” in World War II. according to 
Tass. The meeting was organized bv 


the bulletin Jewish Affairs, produced 
by the central committee of the 
American Communist Party, 
according to Tass. 

When the delegation applied for 
tourist visas to the U.S., a State 
Department official “permitted him- 
self to make a slanderous statement 
regarding Colonel Dragunsky by 
accusing him of... anti-Semitism,” 
said the Tass report. “The facts that

I Replying to criticism of the gov- 
ernment's agreement in the prisoner 
exchange with the PLO to permit 
terrorists to return to their homes in 
Judea and Samaria, Rabin said there 
is no proof that they have renewed 
their activities.

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He said that the terrorists who 
chose to go back to Judea and 
Samaria, 'where they are under 
Israeli surveillance, constitute less of 
a danger than those who chose to go 
elsewhere, where they are beyond 
Israeli control. 

Waldman said that the Jewish resi-

□ever agree to an arrangement 
whereby they remain there under 
Jordanian sovereignty. King Hus- 
sein should know that in one way or 
another only Jews will rule there.

More than 10% of tourists 
arrive via Arab countries

More than' 10 per cent of tourists 
coming to Israel last year arrived by 
way of Arab countries. 

'This is stated in the annual report 
to the Knesset of Tourism Minister 
Avraham Sharir. The report says 
1,259,000 tourists visited Israel in 
1984, with 129,000 of them arriving 
overland from Egypt, Jordan and 
Lebanon. His number does not in- 
clude air passengers arriving from 
Cairo. 

Of the overland tourists, 54,000 
arrived from Jordan via the Alleoby 
Bridge. This number refers only to 


western tourists, most of whom flew 
to Amman and then crossed over for 
a visit to Israel. For most of these 
travellers, the low fares offered by 
Jordan's Alia Airlines were the prin- 
ciple reason for choosing this means 
of entry. 

There were 42,000 overland arriv- 
als from Egypt, 13 per cent more 
than in 1983. This figure, too, refers 
to westerners, but in contrast with 
those coming from Jordan, the 
Egyptian portion of their tour was an 
important segment of their itinerary. 

Another 33.000 tourists were re- 
corded as having entered from Leba- 
non. It may be assumed that this 
source of tourism has dried up. 


Beduin say harassment, 
expropriations continue

“We had Htipea Prime Minister 
Peres and Minister Weizmann repre- 
sented a change for the better in 
treatment of the Beduin in this coun- 
try,” al-Ukbi said. “But in fact, 
more people than ever are being 
taken to court over houses they built 
on their own land years ago, and are 
being fined sums they cannot poss- 
ibly afford to pay - not to mention 
being ordered to destroy their own 
houses. Violence by the Green Pat- 
rol has not stopped and land con- 
tinues to be taken away from us and 
given to kibbutzim,” he charged. 

He said there will be a march on 
the Knesset later this summer and 
efforts to enlist the support of uni- 
versity professors. 

“The average Jew in Tel Aviv 


simply doesn't believe that a policy 
re minisc ent of South Africa is being 
carried out against the Beduin in the 
Negev,” al-Ukbi said. 

Noah Segal of Kibbutz Mashabei 
Sadeh said he came to the press 
conference because of the Talmudic 
sage tdlel's injunction “do not do to 
others what you hate having done to 
you.” r ‘ 'i 

'■ “If the goverihnenfwould say thgt 
the economic situation does not per- 
mit the establishment of Beduin 
agricultural villages. I would accept 
that,” Segal said. “But in that case, 
at least let them live in peace accord- 
ing to the status quo” 

Dr. Shimshon Neikrug, a social 
worker, stressed that be was partici- 
pating in the news conference as a 
professional, not as a political activ- 
ist. “I have seen the conditions 
under which the Beduin live, and 
they are not acceptable, ” he said. 
“Before we talk about deficiencies in 
education or welfare- services, we 
have to provide the basic amenities 
of water, and sewage and sanitation 
systems, and confidence that their 
way of life and livelihood will not be 
taken away from them,” he said.

Budget cuts to entail 
closure of post offices

Mail delivery will be even less 
frequent than now. and some post 
offices will dose. These will be 
among the results of the budget cuts 
to be implemented by the Com- 
munications Ministry. 

The mimstxy. already plagued by 
severe manpower problems and not 
permitted to replace workers who 
have gone on pension in recent 
months, must cut an additional 3 per 
cent of its staff. 

Including the postal services and 
the Bezek teleoommnnications ser- 
vices , this means a cut of 480 em- 
ployees. 

According to the ministry, the 
decreased manpower will mean 
slower mail delivery, and mail will be 
brought to homes two or three times 
a week in areas that now receive' 
delivery four to six days a week. 

The cuts are likely to cause a 
postponement of several more 
months in the implementation rf 


plans to establish a postal authority 
to replace the government's postal 
services. Workers have threatened 
to strike several times in fee last few 
months because of wage cuts and the 
increased workload due to manpow- 
er cuts. 

Post offices maimed by a few em- 
ployees are likely to fee dosed; and 
alternative means of handling mail 
will have to be found, according to 
the ministry. 

Even though budget and manpow- 
er cuts have been in fee air for a long 
rime, the Absorption Ministry is 
only now starting to determine how 
they will affect its operations. 
According to top officials, this eva- 
luation will take two weeks. 

According to a ministry source, 
officials have been so busy wife 
day-to-day crises feat they haven’t 
had time to do economic planning 
for austerity conditions. 

The effect of fee cuts on new olim 
has not yet been determined, but- 
aliya is expected to drop further. 


1,000 fewer beds in Gut’s health plan

Up to 1,000 hospital beds are to be 
eliminated during the three months 
of the economic-stabilization plan. 
This would be part of a revamping of 
fee country's health infrastructure, 
Health Minister Mordechai Gur 
announced yesterday. 

Gur told delegates of fee Amer- 
ican Red Magen David for Israel 
(Armdi) convention at Jerusalem’s 
Hilton Hotel that be intends to save 
from 5150 million to 5200m. by “cut- 
ting out beds and closing depart- 
ments.” 

Without giving details, Gur said: 
“Complete areas of medical treat- 
ment will be changed, focusing on 


prevention with follow-up care by 
voluntary organizations. This will 
place a greater burden on the Magen 
- David Adorn,” said Gur, adding feat 
he sees no need for any major 
change in that organization. 

“Fm going to use fee time of the 
emergency to take fee steps needed 
to change the infrastructure,” he 
declared. “The steps might hurt a lot 
of people, but Fm convinced there’s 
no other way. It’s a necessary opera- 
tion,” be maintain ed . 

Asked whether such measures en- 
tailed dosing hospitals, Gur told The 
Jerusalem Post: “No hospitals will be 
dosed. Perhaps 1,000 beds will be 
eliminated.” 


Katsav asks MKs to help him fight

“But I still believe unem- 
ployment will worsen,” he 
cautioned, “even fooughthe rate for 
June is slightly better than May.” 
Last month 15,227 persons qualified 
for unemployment compensation, 
according to fee State Employment 
Service. This was 433 fewer than in 
May..

Alleges Communists betrayed fighters to Nazis 


French TV documentary shows Jewish role in Resistance 


BARIS (JTA) - A controversial 
Breach television documentary 
Tuesday night tells of the important 
role played by Jewish immigrants, 
cjften recent arrivals who barely 
moke French, in fee anti-Nazi resist- 
ance movement in occupied France. 


The film, fee broadcast of which 
the French Communist party sought 
to prevent, recounts the lives of a 
small group of Polish Jewish immig- 
rants who carried out some of the 
most spectacular anti-German op- 
erations. The film also contends, 
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giving no evidence to support its 
case, that the French Communist 
party, acting on instructions from 
Moscow, betrayed to the Germans 
an immigrant resistance group 
whose 24 members were all arrested 
and executed by the Germans in 
1943. 

The film. Retired Terrorists was 
shown on prime time and followed 
by a debate wife the participation of 
two prominent Resistance leaders, 
former premier Jacques Chaban- 
Dehnas and former foreign minister 
Christian Pineau. Both stressed that, 
as far as they could ascertain, the 
wartime Communist resistance nev- 
er betrayed its members. 

Both also stressed fee roie played 
by Jews, generally teenagers who 
had just arrived from Poland, in fee 
anti-German fighting. 

A former Communist Resistance 
leader, Roger Pannequion, who 
directed activities in the North of 
France, said “The immigrant fight- 


ers were an inspiration to all of us.” 
A former Resistance fighter, 
Annette Kamienecki, 62, said the 
film was important “because it 
shows feat Jews did not go meekly to 
the gallows or accept deportation 
but fought whenever they had fee 
opportunity to do so. ” 

The film reveals feat 150 Jews 
were executed by German firing 
squads as Resistance fighters at 
Mont Valerien, the Paris cemetery 
where such sentences were carried 
out. All 150 had been sentenced by 
German courts martial for having 
carried out “terrorist” attacks against 

German occupation troops. 

The film tells of 24 Resistance 
fighters known as the Manuchian 


Group after their leader, an Arme- 
nian Communist, Missak Manu- 
chian. Most of the group’s members 
were immigrant Polish Jews affili- 
ated to the Communist Immig rant 
Workers Manpower, which con- 
sisted of immigrants, mainly Spa- 
niards, Jews, Armenians and Slavs. 

A former Resistance fighter. 
Communist Senator Charles Ledcr- 
man, vehemently denied any wrong- 
doing on fee part of the Communist 
party. 

The film and discussion, which 
lasted until after midnight, were 
seen by a record number of viewers. 
Polls published yesterday said some 
24 per cent of tins total potential 
audience saw the programme.

Britain backs U.S. on 


Beirut airport boycott 


LONDON (AP). - Britain and the 
U.S. win jointly seek a suspension of 
flights to and from Beirut airport as 
“an immediate first step” to combat 
airborne terrorism, British Prime 
Minister Thatcher and U.S. Vice 
President George Bush announced 
yesterday. 

In a statement issued after they 
met at the British leader's office, the 
two declared: ‘Terrorism and the 
threat it poses to civilized and demo- 
cratic peoples must be stopped/' 

They said the suspension of ser- 
vices to and from Beirut airport 
would be part of a package of mea- 
sures to combat terrorism, particu- 
larly against civil aviation. 

Lebanon's justice minister Nabih 
Bern threatened yesterday to sue 
the U.S. before the International 
Court of Justice in The Hague if the 
US. closes Beirut’s airport to inter- 
national travel. 

His statement followed a warning 
issued by Islamic Jihad that the 
seven American kidnap victims held 
by the Shi'ite extremist group “will 
face a black fate” if the U.S. attacks 
it in Lebanon. 

Bern , who played a key role in the 
release of the 39 American hijack 
hostages from Shi'ite captivity in 
Beirut three days ago, accused U.S. 
President Reagan's adminstration of 
“betraying its commitments.” 

“It’s a betrayal that encourages 
violence against Lebanon and in- 
fringement on its security,” said Ber- 
ri, whose Shi'ite Amal militia held 
most of the TWA flight 847 hostages 
during their 17-day captivity. 

The Los Angeles Times reported 
yesterday that the administration is 
considering offering as much as $5 
million for the apprehension of the 
Shi'ite militants who took over TWA 


flight 847 and killed Navy diver 
Robert Dean Stethem. 

In Washington. White House 
spokesman Larry Speakes refused 
specific comment on the report but 
added: “I would point out to you 
that Congress last year authorized 
the Secretary of State to pay up to 
.3500,000 each to individuals fur- 
nishing information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of any person 
committing, conspiring or attemp- 
ting to commit an act of terrorism 
overseas.’ 7 

“A total of $5 million was autho- 
rized for such purposes,” the spokes- 
man said. 

Meanwhile, the State Department 
said it might undertake unilateral 
efforts against the hijackers of TWA 
flight 847 if Lebanese authorities fail 
to take appropriate action on their 


Department spokesmen Bernard 
Kalb, noting that Lebanon is a mem- 
ber of two international conventions 
that require it to try or to extradite 
hijackers, said: “We believe that 
Lebanon has a responsiblity to act 
under the terms of these conven- 
tions.” 

Kalb said that if diplomatic 
approaches fail, “we at least have 
laid a basis for further, unilateral 
efforts in appropriate circumst- 
ances/ He declined to elaborate. 

Lebanon's government and gun- 
men reacted with angry threats for a 
second straight day yesterday to 
U.S. plans to close Beirut's airport in 
retaliation for the hijacking. 

Islamic Jihad, the shadowy Shi’ite 
extremist group, warned in a new 
communique that the American kid- 
nap victims in the group's captivity 
“will face a black fate” if the U.S. 
attacks in Lebanon.

BEIRUT (Reuter) - The French 
Embassy said yesterday it had no 
Word Oil two kidnapped Frenchmen 
whose release appeared imminent 
last weekend when Shi'ite Moslem 
gunmen freed 39 American hostages 
in Beirut. 

First secretary Marcel Laugel said 
he had no news of any of the four 
Frenchmen missing in Lebanon and 
had no idea who was holding two of 
them, Michel Seurat and Jean- Paul 
Kaufman, who were expected to be 
freed this week. 


He said he had talks Tuesday with 
Shi’ite Amal militia leader Nabih 
Bern, who told reporters on Sunday 
he had a promise from Seurat’s and 
Kaufman's kidnappers that they 
would be freed. 


Seurat, a researcher, and Kauf- 
man, a journalist, were seized 
together by gunmen on May 22, two 
months after the kidnapping of 
French vice-consul Marcel Fontaine 
and embassy attache Marcel Carton. 
All were seized in Beirut. 


Sudan minister holds talks 


with southern rebel leader 


KHARTOUM (AP). -A minister of 
Sudan’s military-backed govern- 


appointed by a 15-man transitional 
military council, has proclaimed the 
south a disaster area.

the first such meeting since the rebel- 
lion began 2 Vi years ago. 

In remarks published yesterday,, 
Peter Gatkouth, a southerner and 
Sudan's transportation and com- 
munications minister, said the rebels 
had promised not to obstruct move- 
ment of relief supplies to famine 
areas in the south. 

Gatkouth said the envoys of Col- 
onel John Garang, leader of the 
Sudan People's Liberation Move- 
ment, insisted that their meeting in 
London was informal and did not 
constitute official negotiations. 

But he told the newspaper Ay- 
Sahafa the rebel representatives had 
assured him the Sudan People’s Li- 
beration Army, fighting arm of the 
SPLM, would remove land mines 
and explosives from roads to be used 
for transporting relief goods. 

The government of Prime Minis- 
ter Al-Gazouly Dafa’alab, 


ly, contending it was a trick to facili- 
tate delivery of supplies to hard- 
pressed military garrisons in the 
south. 


Garang, a U.S.-trained Sudanese 
Army colonel, defected and formed 
his rebel movement in early 1983. 
He rebuffed several attempts at 
negotiations by former President 
Ja’afar Numeiri, who was over- 
thrown in Gen. Abdnl-Rahman 
Swareddahab’s April 6 military 
coup. 


The transitional military council 
has fired for political reasons 11 
officers with “ideological leanings,” 
a Khartoum newspaper reported 
yesterday. 

The report in al-Ayam was the 
first outward sign of discontent in the 
military since Swareddahab, then 
the defence minister, ousted 
Numeiri. 


HAVANA (Reuter). - Cuba’s rul- 
ing Communist Party yesterday sur- 
prisingly postponed its five-yearly 
congress amid major government 
changes. 

A brief announcement in the offi- 
cial newspaper Granma said this was 
to allow the party more time to clear 
a backlog of work. The coogress, 
due in December, is now to be held 
in February. 

No mention was made of recent 
ministerial changes, though diplo- 
mats and Cuban sources said the 


postponement indicated friction in 
the ruling Central Committee that 
met Tuesday under the presidency of 
Fidel Castro. 


They said it also pointed to more 
government shuffles in the run-up to 
the congress. 


A half-dozen ministerial changes 
have taken place since April, the 
latest on Monday, when veteran 
planning chief Humberto Perez 
Gonzalez was replaced after seven 
years at his post.

European rocket crashes 


LOS ANGELES (AP). - Rrefigfr 
ters battled a blaze yesterday that 
threatened the. jesort-and-artists' . 
town of Ojai northwest of here and 
forced evacuation of thousands of 
people after six days of mostly arson- 
caused brush fires that have lolled 
two persons. 

The fires have charred more than 
100,000 acres (400,000 dunams) in 
California. Idaho. Arizona and 
Washington, officials said. At least 
175 houses have been destroyed, 
they said. ' 

; The 22.000-acre (88.000-dunam) 
fire near Ojai forced the evacuation 
of thousands of residents, as well as 
600 youths and counsellors from the 
Conservative Jewish Camp Ram ah 
in nearby hills. Yesterday the.fire ; 
reached the edge of town, said Ven- 
tura County and U.S. Forest Sendee 
officials. 

The blazes, including one started 
by a plane crash and another by 
small-arms practice at an army base, 
have caused more than £30 mfiiicm 
damage in California alone, the au- 
thorities said.

PARIS (Reuter). - Efforts to recov- 
er part of an Ariane rocket from the 
sea for the first time after Tuesday’s 
successful launch of the European 
Space Agency’s Giotto satellite have 
foiled, die Ananespace organization 
said yesterday. 

As Giotto headed for its rendez- 
vous with Halley's Comet next 
March, the first stage of the spent 
launcher with its four Viking motors 
plunged to the Atlantic seabed. 

Technicians believe the para- 
chutes designed to open successively 
and slow the stage’s plunge to sea 
300 kilometres east of die launch site 
at Kourou, French Guyana, failed to 
work properly. 

Instead of descending to sea level 
at around 12 metres per second, the 
15-metre-long section hit the ocean 


at high speed and plunged to the 
bottom. 

Each Ariane rocket costs around 
20 million francs (S27m.) and 
Ariane space, the commercial orga- 
nization that markets the European 
launcher, had hoped to save 10 to 15 
million francs (Sl.lm.-S1.6m.) by 
reconditioning the engines for furth- 
er use. 

The 960-kilogram Giotto satellite, 
packed with a battery of cameras and 
monitoring instruments, is due to be 
boosted into outer space today on a 
trajectory that will take it to an 
encounter with Halley's Comet on 
March 13. 

If all goes well, it will then have 
four hours to photograph the comet 
and send data back to earth before 
burning out.

Egyptian women can now divorce husbands 


CAIRO (Reuter). - Egypt’s parlia- 
ment yesterday gave Moslem 
women the right to divorce their 
husbands if they take a second wife. 

A law passed by the People’s 
Assembly largely endorses the pro- 
visions of the controversial “Jihan 
Law,” named after the wife of the 
late president Anwar Sadat who per- 
suaded him in 1979 to decree new 
rights for married women. 

Islamic fundamentalists seeking 


implementation of the Sharia Isla- 
mic law persuaded the Supreme 
Court in April to overturn the law on 
the grounds that it was issued when 
parliament was in recess. 

Under the modified law. the first 
wife may seek divorce if the second 
marriage would cause her “moral or 
material harm.” If there are children 
in her custody, the husband is 
obliged to see that she is properly 
housed. 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) - Hun- 
dreds of policemen and -soldiers 
mounted a house-to-house search 
for black rioters in Tembisa yester- 
day after two explosions killed three 
persons in the township. 

Residents said the policing opera- 
tion started with policemen entering 
houses and soldiers armed with rifles 
lining streets a few metres apart. 
Witnesses reported seeing dozens of 
army troop carriers in and around 
the community northeast of Johan- 
nesburg. 

A black reporter said police and 
army roadblocks checked all vehi- 
cles entering and leaving, and a 
number of arrests were made. For • 
the first time, policemen on horse- 
back joined in die riot patrols. 

The police said a total of five 
blacks were killed Tuesday in Tem- 
bisa and in Kwazakele, near the Cape 
Province industrial centre of Port 
Elizabeth. A spokesman at national 
police hedquarters reported a heavy 
outbreak of violence in Kwazakele, 


a frequent flashpoint in the more 
than 10 months of black riots stem- 
ming from opposition to white- 
minority rule. 

A woman was killed and three 
men were injured in Tembisa when a 
bomb exploded under the steps of a 
shop operated by Mayor Lucas 
Mothiba. A band grenade thrown 
into a house killed two children and 
seriously wounded their father. 

In Kwazakele, the police said one 
man died and one was wounded 
when police used shotguns and tear 
gas to disperse a crowd stoning 
police vehicles. 

The stabbed body of another man 
was found after policemen scattered 
rioters stoning a private house. 

More than 400 blacks have been 
killed in the months of rioting, the 
most prolonged and widespread vio- 
lent reaction against white control in 
South African history. Many have 
died in clashes with police and others 
in criminal assaults or. attacks on 
black councillors and other local 
officials seen as fronts for white rule.

European Community head to fight disunity 


Cuba delays party meet amid gov’t shifts 


BRUSSELS (Reuter). - European 
Commission President Jacques De- 
fers promised yesterday that he 
would make a bid to narrow policy 
differences that have split the Euro- 
pean Community and threaten to 
plunge it into new disarray. 

He expressed guarded optimism 
that a proposed conference of Euro- 
pean Community governments 
would push forward the goal of 
European unity and warned that 
failure could cause paralysis. 

But speaking at a news conference 
on the results of last weekend's 
Community summit in Milan, he 
said it had split four ways, and not 
just for or against the call for such a 
conference. j 

“We will not despair... We wish to I 
avoid the paralysis and immobilism 1 
that could be caused by failure,” be 


said, stressing that the Commission, 
the guardian of the Community 
treaties, would try to narrow the 
differences between member states. 


Seven nations voted in Milan to 
force through the idea of the confer- 
ence in spite of its rejection by 
Britain, Greece and Denmark. 
Community foreign ministers are 
due to decide what to do next at their 
regular meeting here on July 22. 

Defers said the commission would 
be in touch with the three dissenting 
states to see what they could accept. 
He warned this might not go as for as 
the ideas of countries that wish faster 
union, “but we must do our utmost 
to avoid a failure. ” 


British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher has said the proposed con- 
ference, called to amend the Com- 


munity treaties to make the group 
more efficient, would be a waste of 
time. 

Unanimity is needed for treaty 
. changes and Milan had shown there 
was no such unanimity, she argues. 

Commenting on the split at Milan, 
Defers said yesterday: “We did not 
have two different views. We had 
four/’ 

He added that the summit bad not 
only split over the calling of the 
conference, but also over such issues 
as the future of the European 
Monetary System (JEMS), measures 
to bring the economies of the group 
closer together, and trade issues. 

He said the Commission would 
make the necessary proposals to 
avoid a de facto paralysis of the 
Community, which is to be joined by 
Spain and Portugal next year.

-Fernando Moran, who led Spain into 
the European Economic Commun- 
ity and reopened conversations with 
Britain over Gibraltar, was the first 
victim of a cabinet reshuffle, a Fore- 
ign Ministry spokesman said yester- 
day. 

Femando Schwartz, head of the 
Office of Diplomatic Information, 
told reporters that Moran, 59, would 
be leaving his post effective im- 
mediately. 

Schwartz, speaking after a weekly 
cabinet meeting, said Moran already 
had cancelled a scheduled July 4-6 
visit to East Germany. 

Cabinet changes, the first since 
Prime Minister Felipe Gonzalez’s 
socialist government took office in 
December, 1982, have been ex- 
pected for some time, and the Pre- 
mier was reported ready to 
announce the composition of a new 
cabinet by this morning. 

Socialist Party sources said Moran 
disagreed with Gonzalez's desire to 
keep Spain in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. Spain became 
Nato's 16th member in May, 1982, 
under a centrist government. 

Moran, the oldest member of the 
Socialist cabinet, is the author of a 
book critical of the Atlantic alliance, 
and was known to support a non- 
aligned foreign policy. 


Ligachev emerges as No. 2 man in the Kremlin 


MOSCOW (AP). - Indications that 
Yegor Ligachev has emerged as No. 
2 man in the Kremlin were bolstered 
Tuesday when he was elected to a 
post traditionally held by the party's 
second-ranking leader. 

Ligachev, 64, was elected chair- 
man of the Foreign Affairs Commis- 
sion of tiie Soviet of Unions, one of 
two chambers of the Soviet parlia- 
ment. 

That post in the past has been held 
by the party's chief ideologist, which 
is considered the second most impor- 
tant job in the party. Mikhail Suslov 
held the post for years under Leonid 
Brezhnev, who wept uncontrollably 
at Suslov's funeral in January 1982. 

Western diplomats have noted the 
recent prominence of Ligachev and 
said that by all indication he was the 
new “No. 2." They said Tuesday 
that his chairmanship of the Foreign 
Affairs Commission is, based cm past 
practice, confirmation that he is 
Mikhail Gorbachev’s right-hand 
man. 

Gorbachev was elected chairman 
of the Foreign Affairs Commission 
in April 1984. He gave the major 
Speech at a party ideology confer- 
ence last Decmeber and took over 
coordination of elections in the 15 
republics, held this spring. 

On March 11, Gorbachev became 
party general secretary after the 
death of Konstantin Chernenko. 

_ Like Gorbachev, Ligachev’s poli-. 
deal star rose rapidly under Soviet 


leader Yuri Andropov. Andropov 
brought Ligachev to Moscow in' 
April 1983 to become the Central 
Committee secretary in charge of the 
party's organization work. 

In that role, Ligachev has been 
influential in the appointments and 
promotions among the party's esti- 
mated 18 million members. 
Together with Gorbachev, he super- 
vised the election campaigns to local 
party committees and the Supreme 
Soviet in 1983-84. 

After Gorbachev succeeded Cher- 
nenko, Ligachev was increasingly 
seen at his side at important' party 
gatherings, even when other Polit- 
buro members were absent. 

Five weeks after Gorbachev be- 
came general secretary, Ligachev 
was appointed a full member of the 
Politburo in April, bypassing a term 


as candidate member that is tradi- 
tionally required before elevation to 
full voting status. 


Ligachev’s assumption of the 
ideology portfolio is especially im- 
portant at a time when the Commun- 
ist Party programme is being rewrit- 
ten and party rules revised under 
Gorbachev’s direction for adoption 
in February at the National Party 
Congress. 


He is considered a strong backer 
of Gorbachev’s campaign to spur the 
sluggish Soviet economy through 
tighter discipline and greater effi- 
ciency. He also is believed to be a 
strong force behind the party’s cur- 
rent anti-alcoholism drive.

in increasing number of women are 
affected by the restrictions dictated by 
religious traditions. In these two articles, 
writers look at. the situation of Shi'ite 
women in Iran today, and at the ultra- 
Orthodox women of Emmanuel, a year 
after they were excluded from voting in 
the local elections.

“ALTHOUGH WOMEN in Iran 
are still being forced ruthlessly to 
wear the traditional Islamic garb, the 
Iranian regime has not succeeded in 
turning back the clock with regard to 
legal rights,” says Prof. Mongol 
Bay at, in Israel recently to present 
paper on Shi’ite political thought at 
the Hebrew University’s Collo- 
quium on Religions Radicalism and 
Politics in the Middle East. 

Despite what is evidently a bad 
situation de facto (for men as well), 
Iranian women have retained all the 
legal rights acquired in the 20$ 
ccntniy, says Bayat. These include, 
the right to vote and the right to 
obtain a higher education. 

According to law, a woman can 
run for the Majlis, the Iranian parlia- 
ment. This right is granted by both 
the pre- and post-revolutionary con- 
stitutions, and there were, just after 
the revolution, two token women 
members. 

But reports coming out of the 
country point to a decided decline in 
the quality of life for men and 
women alike, says Bayat, who left 
her native Iran in 1975 and is cur- 
rently a fellow of the Woodrow Wil- 
son Centre in Washington, D.C. 

Iranian women seeking higher 
education find that many fields are 
closed to them; they are, for exam- 
ple, barred from all the sciences. 
Women are subject to arrest for 
walking in the street without a prop- 
er chador (traditional garb); ankles 
must be covered, no make-up worn. 
“These excesses come in waves,** 
Bayat explains, “and recently 
harassment of women has- in- 
creased.” 

_ But it is not only women who are 
deprived of their rights, says Bayat. 
“Tne problem of the Iranian woman 
is part of the national problem; she 
cannot fight for her rights alone.” 

lb 1979, a group of American femin- 
ists went to Iran to demonstrate their 
solidarity jwjtfo banyan women who . 


were just then bong forced to wear 
the chador. The group, led bywell- 
known American feminist Kate Ad- 
let, staged a demonstration in Teher- 
an, bat Bayat believed that they 
were oaive./l said then that such a 
demonstration would discredit the 
women Vstiuggle in Irani: It would 
be branded as a foreign conspiracy 
and wouldn’t help Iranian women. 
And indeed it did not help.” 

She feels that there is a basic 
misunderstanding of what women in 
non-Western countries want. “Birth 
control, for example, is a Western 
issne; it is not a Middle Eastern or 
Moslem issue." 

Still, Bayat does not dismiss the 
goals of the feminis t movement in 
foe West. “There are universal 
values in feminist issues, but anyone 
who was brought up in the Middle 
East.as I was, knows that men don’t 
have rights either!” 

Regarding the revolution which 
overthrew the Shah, Bayat speaks 
ruefully of “miscalculations” on the 
part of Iranian liberals who re- 
spected Khomeini and believed his 
declarations from exile in Paris, 
when he said he was not interested m 
running the government. . 

“They thought he would behave 
as a spiritual father and then retire to 
the holy city of Khom; and one must 
remember that there had never been 
a precedent of a religions leader 
(assuming power. But thiswasordy a 
tactic on Khomeini’s part;' he and die 
liberals needed each other, and it 
was simply a question of who would 
out-maneuver whom. ” 

Bayat says that she foresaw the 
rise of the olama (religious leaders), 
and believes that the liberals over- 
estimated their own abilities^ 

Today, there is a large enough 
Iranian emigr£ community in the 
West for a network of Iranian 
women to have developed abroad. 
The organization has produced its 
.own leadership, and there are sever- 
■ al Persian-language publications by 
and for women featuring articles on 
the situation inside Iran -today.

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IT IS now almost a year since 
the city of Emmanuel came under 
fire from secular and religious quar- 
ters alike for banning women from 
voting in local elections. The rabbi of 
Emmanuel who made, the ruling is 
' not explaining the reason for the 
ban. 

Rav Eichler would not tell The 
Jerusalem Post what the Halachic 
baas for the prohibition was. He said 
he would only explain toother rabbis 
because they have the background 
learning to understand. 

The story goes back to late 1984. 
The city of Emmanuel asked 'the 
Ministry of Interior to fund their 
municipal services. Emmanuel 
wanted to shed itself of its total 
dependence on Kocbav Hashomron, 
'the company representing Zalman 
Margohs. the British millionaire re- 
ading in London, which had built 
the town from its very foundations, 
withS300 million. 

The Ministry of Interior told the 
dty it would get 100 million shekels if 
it set up a load funding council. The 
Ministry had the legal right to 
appoint the head of the council, 
because in any new dty the first 
council is always appointed by the 
Ministry. 

But Emmanuel residents wanted 
none of it. According to D’vora 
Brend, an ex-New Yorker living in 
Emmanuel, they felt that someone 
appointed by the Ministry could not 
possibly understand the needs of the 
dty’s inhabitants. So they went 
ahead and held their own “elec- 
tions” in the local synagogues. 

Their choice was Yosef Margolis, 
chairman of the board of directors of 
Kochav Hashomron, the son of Zal- 
man Margolis and, according to 
Brend, the funder of “half the dty.” 
There was one other candidate, but 
be was overwhelmingly rejected. 

Each family was given one vote - 
to the “head of the household,” 
automatically defined as the man. 
Said Ruti Biton, a resident of 
Emmanuel, “In any case husband 
and wife think the same way, so what 
difference does it make?” Pinch as 
Amreich, tire dty’s director said, 
after the elections, **1116 wife most : 
vote as the husband votes, this is 
genuine, healthy family life. ” 

Sons over 18 were not allowed to 
vote, neither could single men. At 
the time of the elections, two di- 
vorced women, two widows, and one 
single woman, many with children, . 
lived in E mm anuel. Rav Eichler 
judged they could not vote because 
they were not “heads of house- 
holds.” 

- According to one woman from 
Emmanuel, the women were not 
actually told they could not vote. 


The rumour just got around. The 
; woman said she fully accepted the 
decision, although as an ex- 
American she would like the vote. 
Bet since Rav Eichler had passed the 
judgement, she accepted it without 
question. She was bothered, howev- 
er, that women were not told the 
reasons behind the decision. 

What were the reasons? They had 
to do with the draft, she said. If 
women took on that responsibility as 
citizens, they could then also be 
expected to be drafted finally. 

One woman did go out to vote - 
because her husband Sh’muel was on 
reserve dutv. Miriam Achasteriba 
went to the rabbi and held firm od 
her right to vote for the family, but 
most women took the rabbi's deci- 
sion quietly. 

Only one woman protested the 
ban. D’vora Brend, a 25-year-old 
mother of two, who works in Bank 
Mizrahi in Emmanuel said decided- 
ly: “The principle got me angry, so I 
■ spoke up. It made me very angry. I 
don’t consider myself a second-class 
citizen.'' Brend has a degree in 
sociology and is a former New Yor- 
.ker. She and her husband Yitzhak 
were one of the first founding fami- 
lies of Emmanuel. Yitzhak Bread is 
a law school intern at Bar-Dan Uni- 
versity. 

In her own words, Brend is consi- 
dered a “renegade” in the city. She 
intends to vote in the Knesset, she 
said. “I don’t necessarily do what my 
husband says. He knows I don’t 
agree with him; he knows 1 have my 
own mind.” 

Asked what women outside of 
Emmanuel had thought of the ban, 
she said “they thought we were 
crazy.” The ultra-uItra-Orthodox 
accepted it as a rabbinical edict, but 
others said there was a limit , that at a 
certain point it bothered them. The 
non-Ortbodox “made a big thing out 
of it,” she added. 

Meryl DalvenJ a former New Yor- 
ker from Grown Heights did not take 
the “elections” very seriously. “It 
was all done very informally.” she 
said. “The men just went down to 
the synagogues and voted.” Asked if 
she would like to get the vote, she 
answered, “It would not go down 
well in this city.” Then she laughed 
and added, “We’ve got to work 
slowly in this country." • 

In any case, the Interior Ministry 
has declared the entire process illeg- 
al, since, according to law the Minis- 
try must choose the first local council 
in any new town. The Ministry re- 
jected the town’s choice of council 
head because of conflict of interest, 
since Yosef Margolis runs the 
Kochav Hashomron company. 

Only in 1990 will Emmanuel be 
entitled to choose its own council. 
Perhaps by then women residents 
will get the vote.

Road safety 

Driving the message home 

Thissummerwill be one of the worst on record for rogd accidents, 
Moshe Amirav, head of the Road Safety Administration, tells 
Greer Fay Cashman.

ONE HUNDRED people will be 
killed and 5,000 injured in traffic 
accidents over the next two months. 
This prediction was made recently 
by Moshe Amirav, head of the Road 
Safety Administration in an inter- 
view with The Jerusalem Post. 

July and Augnst, Amirav said, are 
the peak period for road accidents, 
accounting for 25 per cent of the 
annual child-casualty rate. 

This year, the number of children 


killed will include victims of the fatal 
collision last month between a bus 
and a train near Moshav Habonim. 

Amirav grimly asserts that this will 
be cue of the worst summers on 
record. The harsh economic mea- 
sures introduced by the government 
have clamped down on the usual 
mass exodus abroad in summer. He 
estimates that between 100,000 and 
200,000 people who had planned to 
spend summer outside Israel have 


bad to restructure their vacations. 
Some will stay at home and others 
will frequent local resort areas, but 
either way -there will be a lot more 
inter and intra-urban traffic. 

It would be foolish to imagine that 
the resultant congestion wfl] be with- 
out mishap, Amirav says. Not only 
will there be more vehicles on the 
highways and the streets - there will 
also be more children. Economic 
austerity will prevent many children 


from attending summer camps this 
year; and the same considerations 
will limit their frequenting cinemas 
or theatres or participating in any 
other activities which cost money. 

What this means is that children 
will be forced to find their own 
entertainment to relieve the bore- 
dom of the long hot summer. They 
wUl play ball games in the streets or 
show off their prowess on bicycles, 
skate boards and roller skates. In too 
many cases they win not be able to 
get out of the way of an oncoming 
vehicle. 

Summer vacation time brmgs ab- 
out a change in the pattern of road 
accidents, says Amirav. Whereas 
throughout the rest of the year, most 
accidents involving children take 
place between 2-4 p.m. , in summer, 
a third of these accidents occur in the 
morning. 

The danger, Amirav says, is that 
generally speaking, children under 
foe age of 12 are incapable of proper- 
ly estimating speed and distance. 

Preventive action would be foe 
ideal solution, but Amirav observes 
with a sense of frustration that pa- 
rents are not alert enough to danger 
to take measures. 

One of foe most effective steps 
parents could take is to ask educa- 
tion authorities for use of empty 
school grounds so that children can 
play in a dosed-in area. There would 
be no need to take over foe class- 
rooms, he contends. However, he 
doubts that enough parents will take 
'such an initiative. 

Another alternative is to proride 


an incentive for children to stay 
indoors. Amirav will ask foe Educa- 
tional Television Centre to intro- 
duce more entertainment into its 
sommer programme schedule to 
keep children’s attention on the 
screen. Conceding that this is not the 
most satisfactory of solutions, Amir- 
av says that it is better to keep kids 
inside and safe than outside at risk. 

He is appreciative of foe extent to 
which educational TV has co- 
operated in carrying foe message of 


road safety into the nation’s living 
rooms, and disagrees with President 
Chaim Herzog on close-up television 
coverage of funerals. 

. After foe Moshav Habonim cross- 
ing collision which claimed the lives 
of 22 people, 19 of them children, • 
Herzog protested to foe Press Coun- 
cil over the gruesome coverage of 
foe anguish of foe bereaved during 
the funeral ceremonies in Petah Tik- 
va. 

Amirav argues that foe only way 


to drive the message borne is through 
full exploitation of the electronic 
media. Once a month, he says, Israel 
Television should show foe full im- 
pact of a traffic disaster, zooming in 
.on the site of the crash and foe fate of 
the victims as well as on foe grief 
caused to their loved ones. Only 
then, be says, will foe nation sit up 
and take notice and do something 
against reckless driving.

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Egypt’s debt of $30b. a potential problem 


CAIRO ( Reuter). - Egypt’s total 
foreign debt including sums owed 
rbe Soviet L>nron is now around $30 
billion. Western economic experts 
here said this week, adding that 
servicing the debt might develop into 
areal problem. 

They said that unless a present 
decline in hard currency earnings 
from the chief sources - remittances 
by expatriate workers, oil exports. 
Suez Canal tolls and tourism - is 
reversed. Egypt might eventually 
have to seek rescheduling. 

It has already asked the U.S. to try 
to alleviate the burden of interest on 
its military debt. 

**I do not see Egypt borrowing 
significant^ in the near future, but I 
believe that in two to three years it 
mav have to seek rescheduling, " said 
an economist with the embassy of a 
leading western creditor. 

Planning Minister Kama! Al- 
Ganzouri has said the debt was only 
Si o.4b. this April. 

But government sources say pri- 
vately $30b. is more realistic The 
debt to the U.S.. its main foreign 


backer, is about $ 8 b. Western 
sources said Moscow is owed at least 
S4b. 

The U.S. replaced Moscow as 
Egypt’s chief armourer and aid 
donor in the mid-1970’s. 

The western economists said debt 
servicing costs Egypt more than $3b. 
a year, about 35% of hard currency 
earnings. 

One commented: “Debt servicing 
has so far been a manageable task. 
But when it is coupled with an in- 
creasing food imports bill, the fore- 
ign exchange remaining to buy capit- 
al and consumer goods to meet de- 
velopment requirements and popu- 
lar expectations is stretched.'* 

Self-sufficient in food a decade 
ago, Egypt now imports half its re- 
quirements. The population of 48 
million is growing by more than a 
million a year. 

Egypt has loans from some 30 
countries, but is not servicing them 
all. Among those not being serviced 
are military debts to.Moscow dating 
from the socialist era of the late 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser. 


Economists said they were not 
sure if Egypt was repaying on sche- 
dule about $260 million in civil debts 
to Moscow. 

Neither did they know if it was 
servicing debts of nearly S4b. to 
Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, Libya and a 
now-dissolved Gulf Fund formed af- 
ter the 1973 Arab- Israeli war. 

Egypt, whose borrowing from 
foreign banks has been very modest, 
is continuing exchanges with the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund (IMF) 
on $300m. in stand-by credits. 

The talks are pan of a programme 
to address a balance of payments 
deficit forecast at Sib. in the fiscal 
year which began this week. 

Economists said Egypt asked ear- 
lier this year by Washington to clear 
arrears on interest of between $250 
and $300m. bad already discussed 
prospects of rescheduling part of its 
militaiy debt to the U.S. , put at $4b. 

Egypt gets more U.S. aid, about 
S 2 b. a year, than any recipient world- 
wide, except Israel. Most U.S. aid 
is now being provided in the form of 
grants. 


Shekem aims for U.S. 
turkey meat market

THE MAYFLOWER Pilgrims ate 
turkey at their first Thanksgiving 
celebration. American schoolchil- 
dren are told, because it was given to 
them by their Indian neighbours and 
because the birds were simply roam- 
ing around wild. 

So it seems quite brazen to try to 
sell to the Americans what they’ve 
already had for almost four centur- 
ies. Yet that is exactly what Shekem 
is trying to do. 

Shekem was originally established 
to offer canteen facilities to soldiers. 
It later gTew into a supermarket and 
department-store chain for families 
of those serving in Israel’s armed 
services. 


At a later stage, the Shekem man- 
agement decided to establish a meat 
processing and sausage factory be- 
cause the existing ones were not 
sufficiently sanitary. 


When Shekem's plant first 
opened, Kolbotek. the TV 
consumer-affairs programme, 
awarded the factory high marks. The 
publicity generated by the program- 
me boosted sales to the point that 
Shekem had to increase production 
and enlarge the plant. The plant is 
known for its cleanliness and quality. 
These days, use of automation in 
most of the departments means that 
the products are virtually untpuched 
by’ human hands. ’ \ 


Dan Amitai. manager of 
Shekem's production division, ex- 
plained to The Jerusalem Post that 
Shekem decided to market its pro- 
ducts abroad in an effort to contri- 
bute to the country’s exports. He 
does not feel that the government- 
owned company will be exporting at 
the expense of private companies. 

“We have good quality , kosher 
products. Also, all the items will be 
made from turkey meat only. We are 
sure that the Americans will take to 
our turkey-meat hamburgers, meat 
balls and breaded schnitzel. All 
these are ready to eat and just need 
warming up. 

When die plant was established in 
1958 in the industrial section of 
Holon. it employed only 12 workers, 
and the 600 square metre plant was 
able to produce only 10 tons of 
sausages. Sines then the plant has 
been enlarged four times, and today 
it occupies a 4,000 sq.m, area and 
employs more than 100 workers. 

Hiring workers is one of Shekem's 
biggest problems, says Moshe Gindi , 
who runs the meat processing divi- 
sion. “We can't pay high wages, 
since we must follow the dictates of 
the government and the Histadrut. 
Young people are not attracted be- 
cause the pay is low, the work is hard 
and working with meat is not always 
pleasant. And since we are part of 
the security etablishment, we cannot 
employ Arab tabourets as other food 
pnj£essmgplsmtsd5.*\ 7 •- 


U.S. gives trade aid 
to 32 poorest nations 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Presi- 
dent Reagan this week issued an 
executive order extending preferen- 
tial trade treatment on eligible goods 
to 32 countries designated as the 
world's poorest. 

Under a 1984 amendment to the 
Trade Act, Reagan ordered that the 
countries, all on the United Nations’ 
list of least developed nations, be 
placed in the new category for the 
Generalized System of Preferences 
(GSP). 

Each previously was covered by 
the GSP, but the new designation 
would reduce restrictions on their 
trade benefits, a White House 
spokesman said. 

The countries named as the least 
developed were: Bangladesh, Be- 
nin, Bhutan, Botswana, Burkina 
Faso, Burundi, Cape Verde, Central 
African Republic, Chad, Comoros. 
Djibouti, Equatorial Guinea. Gam- 
bia, Guinea, Guinea-Bissau, Haiti, 
Lesotho, Malawi, Maldives, Mali, 
Nepal, Niger, Rwanda, Sao Tome 
and Principe, Sierra Leone, Soma- 
lia, Sudan, T anzania , Togo, Ugan- 
da, Western Samoa and the Yemen 
Arab Republic.

World Bank loans reach 
$144 billion this year 


WASHINGTON (AP). - Lending 
by the World Bank, the biggest in- 
ternational source of aid for poor 
countries, totalled $14.4 billion for 
the year that ended June 31. down 
from the previous year's total of 
$15. 5b., bank spokesman Thomas 
A. Blinkhorn said this week. 

Three loans to Yugoslavia worth 
$92.5 million to expand natural gas 
production were also announced, 
the last approved in the fiscal year of 
the bank, which is owned by 148 
member governments. 

Like the bulk of the bank's loans, 
the loans to Yugoslavia are at vari- 
able rates of interest, close to rates 
on world markets. In this case, the 
beginning rate is 9.29% annually. 

The bank’s International De- 
velopment Association (IDA) 
loaned an additional $3b. this year to 
the poorest countries at almost no 
interest. Such loans are repayable in 
50 years. 

Money for IDA comes not from 
borrowed funds, but from direct 


contributions by the U.S. and 21 
other major donor countries. The 
total was down from last year's 
$3. 57b., in part because of reduced 
contributions by the U.S. 

Another reason for the drop in 
lending is that poor countries are 
having trouble keeping up with pay- 
ments on their old debts. As a result 
they are less than eager to take on 
new obligations. 


Philippines’ economic recovery hits snag 


MANILA (Reuter). - Prime Minis- 
ter Cesar Virata said yesterday one 
of the Philippines' 483 creditor 
banks had refused to sign a $925 
million- loan needed for the country's 
economic recovery programme. 

L 3 Butitk refusal was the concern of a 
124w»nk group representing the 


banks, and pledges from other banks 
had already exceeded $925m.

Travel agency may lose its 
licence over money trouble

Galaxy Travel, the Jerusalem 
travel agency whose financial diffi- 
culties almost put a major snag in the 

current Rabbinical Council of 
America (RCA) convention here, is 
in danger of losing its licence. 

Acrordingto an announcement by 
the Tourism Ministry, the agency 
has been balled in to defend its 
permit before the minister’s licens- 
ing council. The licence should be 
cancelled, the ministry said, because 
Galaxy is unable to fulfil its financial 
commitments. ' 

The announcement also noted 
that because of fear that a group of 
SO people from the U.S. would not 
be able to depart for a visit to Israel, 
ministry director-general Rafi Far- 


ber ordered $34.000.- part of 
Galaxy's bank guarantee deposited 
with the ministry, transferred to B 
AI. The ministry spokesman could 
not say if the group of 50 was part of 
the RCA convention, or another 
group organized by the agency. 

This week. The Jerusalem Post 
reported that the agency was falling 
behind in its payments to El Ai for 
tickets to the convention of Amer- 
ican Orthodox rabbis, which is meet- 
ing for the first time in Israel. At the 
time, sources in the travel industry 
expressed the fear that any hitch in 
this meeting could cause untold 
damage to Israel tourism, with hun- 
dreds of U.S. rabbis going back to 
tell their congregants about 
hardships and difficulties during 
their visit. 


Moscow to India: There are bricks in your wheat 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - A govern- 
ment official admitted yesterday 
that the Soviet Union had ques- 
tioned the quality of wheat imports 
from India, but denied that ship- 
ments had been stopped. 

The Economic Times said Soviet 
authorities had complained that the 
wheat was affected by moisture and 
mixed with straw and pieces of brick. 
It said India had been asked to 
suspend shipments until the row 
over quality was settled. 

India signed a 500,000 ton wheat 
export deal with the Soviet. Union 
erriier this year. Traders said the 
Soviet objection might add to India's 
problems in selling the surplus from 
two bum per crops. *

ter the U.S.. is the only country that 
has agreed to buy any of a surplus 
wheat stock estimated at more than 
five million tons.

Tadiran plans to raise $40m.

“For toe coming 
year we plan to increse exports to 
about 65% and decrease production 
for the local market because . of the 
present economic stagnation here,” 
Ne’eman said.

metres of floor space in August. 

Hakmi, a new pharmaceutical fac- 
tory, plans to open within a year with 
about 70 workers. Rada Electronics 
will take on 20 more people within 
three months, and another 80 within 
a year. 

Katsav said that the settlements in 
toe area can build a bridge between 


themselves and Beit Sb’ean. There 
was no reason why additional kib- 
butz enterprises should not be built 
in the town’s industrial zone. 

The motions were referred to the. 
Labour and Social Affairs Commit- 
tee.

Arab Opec 
members 
warn of split 

MANAMA, Bahrain (AP). - The 
Organization of Arab Oil Exporting 
Countries advocated a lowering of 
i Opec’s production ceiling if neces- 
sary in order to halt the downward 
slide in prices on the world oil mar- 
ket. It also warned of a possible split 
within toe cartel, if toe situation 
remained without remedy. . 

An Oapec bulletin editorial on toe 
eve of Opec’s ministerial SCSSIOB in 
Vienna tomorrow said the desire of 
most members of the 13-uation car- 
tel to increase their revenues by 
increasing their shares within the 
fixed output ceiling (of 16 million 
barrels per day aggregate produc- 
tion) "was threatening a breach 
within toe organization. 

"In tight of these difficult but 
transitory circumstances, Opec 
members must keep discipline in 
their production levels - and even 
lower toe ceiling if need be-in order 
to preserve prices until such time as 
the demand for Opec oil picks up 
and toe members adjust their re- 
venue needs to slower growth." the 
bulletin said. 

Seven of the Oapec members - 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Qatar, the 
United Arab Emirates, Iraq, Alger- 
ia and Libya - double up asr Opec 
members. 

The Opec ministerial council is 
gearing up to enforce discipline 
among maverick member states 
which have been exceeding produc- 
tion quotas and violating the Opec- 
decreed pricing system in face of a 
glutted market. 

The Opec bulletin chided non- 
Opec "production maximizers, who 
leave to Opec producers the unenvi- 
able job of adjusting their output in 
order to stabilize prices." 

The agency said that the con- 
cerned ministers will submit two 
proposals to the Vienna meeting: the 
reduction, of the price per barrel of 
toe benchmark Light Arabian crude 
oil to either £27 or £26.50. 

The current benchmark price is 
$28, reached when the Opec minis- 
ters in January agreed to narrow the 
differentials between tight and heavy 
crude oil grades. Opec had late last 
year also lowered its aggregate pro- 
duction ce fling from 17.5 to 16 mil- 
lion barrels per day. 

The agency reported that the 
Opec ministers also reached agree- 
ment on the necessity of reducing the 
production ceiling by 500,000 barrels 
or one million barrels daily, but only 
for tbe summer season.

Astounding session, but what next? 


TEL AVIV. - Yesterday was one of 
the most incredible trading days in 
the not-uneven toil histoiy of the Tel 
Aviv Stock Exchange. So much hap- 
pened - and yet nothing is clear as 
regards the future course of prices. 

The reader must examine closely 
the accompanying statistics, because 
toe story they tell contains most of 
the relevant information. The trou- 
ble is that the conclusions are not 
dear-cut. The background to tbe 
market's moves - tbe relative weak- 
ness of dollar-linked assets and the 
strength in shares and index-linked 
bonds - stem from tbe measures 
contained in or that wfl] follow from 
the recently announced economic 
plan (see story page 1). But the 
technical analysis of the market 
shows a number of interesting 
points. 

1. The volume in the free share 
market, where prices were allowed 
to rise without any limit, was only 
£2.5 million. This is. of course, much 
more than we have been accustomed 
to. but it is not "a lot.** Clearly, most 
buyers heeded the warning to give 
orders with price limits, and hence 
most of toe orders weie not ex- 
ecuted. In fact, it would not be at all 
surprising for prices to drop back 
somewhat today, as those who held 
shares last week cash in on their 
sudden bonanza. 

2. The advance/decline ratio 
reached a state that can only be 
described as "too good to be true.” 
When 426 shares advance and only 5 
fall in price, you know that some- 
thing is haywire in the system. 

3. It is also obvious that buyers - 
and yesterday’s demandwas do min-

ated by purchases from mutual 
funds, which absorbed millions of 
dollars of fresh money from inves- 
tors - were totally undiscriminiatmg 
and bought anything and everything. 
If we glance at tbe background fun- 
damentals of the companies, with 
their new and increased tax burden, 
it must be plain that this across-the- 
board blow-off is amply a knee-jerk 
reaction and does not represent 
rational investing. 

4. The “arrangement” shares did 
not ‘fully compensate their holders 
for the recent devaluations. Index- 
linked bonds have also not yet risen 
by tbe expected amount of toe com- 
ing indices. Thus, in the space of one 
day, the relative investment attrac- 
tions of bonds versus shares has been 
unproved. 

5. So long as tbe public believes 
that the price and devaluation freeze 
will hold, toe “lack of alternative 
theory" will probably drive money 
to toe share market, and hence drive 
prices up, since that market has 
recently been very weak indeed. 

Meanwhile, almost unnoticed, the 
Treasury bill market scored its 
biggest-ever volume yesterday, tot- 
alling almost S13m. Interest rates in 
this market fell only slightly, 
although the Bank of Israel was 
forced to sell existing bills from its 
stock to meet the demand. .

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A test for Nabih Bern 


BUT FOR THE unfortunate incident with Unifirs Finns, the 
300 Shi’ites released from the Atlit detention camp yesterday 
would have been free men early last month. 

Israel, however, declined to send the Shiite prisoners back 
home to Lebanon at the time so that it should not seem to be 
knuckling under to Nabih Bern’s squeeze play in which the 
South Lebanese Amy’s “kidnapped” soldiers were being used 
as Amal “hostages.” Gen. Lahad’s men were to be set free, 
unconditionally, and the emptying of the Atlit camp could only 
be linked to “the security situation in southern Lebanon.” 

That same formula was employed again yesterday, in an 
effort to deny any linkage between the despatch of the ’300 
Shi’ites across the northern border - and the return of the 39 
abducted American passengers aboard TWA flight 847. But 
the only effective way to refute the suggestion of a linkage 
would have been to deliberately prolong the prisoners' stay in 
Atlit, as was done in the wake of the Finnish incident. 

Since Israel did not seize the opportunity to lift the burden of 
Atlit from its shoulders, by releasing the prisoners en masse 
early during the hostage crisis, it could not act tough at this late 
stage. The least this country could do was to help make good 
Washington’s reported undertaking to Nabih Bern and Syrian 
President Hafez Assad that the Shi'ite prisoners would soon be 
out. 

To be sure, the pretence is still officially being maintained 
that the remaining 435 prisoners will be set free only when the 
security situation in southern Lebanon warrants such action. 
But in the same breath assurances are being offered that the 
security situation will indeed soon waiTant such a conclusion. 
And not just soon, but in two weeks' time. 

The chief beneficiary from the hijacking saga, at least in the 
short term, in American public opinion appears to be the Syrian 
dictator, without whose sanctioning the dissident Shi’ites would 
probably never have attempted to carry out their act of aerial 
piracy. Israel, on the other hand, has emerged in many 
American eyes as a dubious friend in need for its stated refusal 
to do that which President Reagan has grandly forsworn - 
surrender to terrorism. 

Whether Mr. Reagan's gracious ! letter toTrime Minister 
Peres yesterday, applauding Israel's “cooperation,” will turn 
the tide, it is premature to tell. 

Ironically, the only gain to Israel from the TWA affair may 
lie in the enhancement of Nabih Beni's prestige as Amal 
leader. If Israel’s best bet for keeping the peace of Galilee 
without a massive IDF presence in southern Lebanon is a 
situation of peaceful coexistence with the Shi’ites in the area, as 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin believes is the case, then it is 
in this country's interest that a moderate like Mr. Berri should 
be strong enough to fend off not only the Palestinian organiza- 
tions, but also radical Shi’ite groups that pose a threat to the 
mainstream Amal. 

But such coexistence cannot be forced on Amal, with Israel 
even holding some Shi’ites hostage, however briefly; in an 
attempt to dictate the terms. It is plainly conditional on the 
IDFs complete withdrawal from southern Lebanon, and on the 
deflation of the SLA’s claim to exclusively represent Israel 
throughout the entire secuiity zone. 





THE LATEST Kremlin reshuffle may yet be followed by some 
others. But it is reasonable to assume that we have now seen the 
end of the “crisis of Soviet leadership” that puzzled so many 
observers since Leonid Brezhnev’s illness became common 
knowledge. Mikhail Gorbachev, the communist party’s new 
secretary general, appears to have successfully gone through 
the first stage in a programme of new appointments designed to 
secure his hold on the Soviet state machinery. 

. Since the removal of the late Nikita Khrushchev from office , 
the Soviet government has at long last been able to change 
guard without a fuss, and most important without bloodshed. 
By removing Grigory Romanov from the Politburo, Mr. 
Gorbachev has achieved two goals: he got rid of an arch-rival 
long entrenched in power, and he made room for his own men. 
And he has done so peacefully. 

Most interesting is the appointment of Andrei Gromyko, 
foreign minister for the past 28 years and the Kremlin’s oldest 
and longest survivor, as President of the Republic. This is a 
tribute to an elder statesman whose great fund of knowledge 
and experience will remain available to his colleagues. Mr. 
Gromyko’s successor is a relative unknown, Georgia party 
leader Eduard Shevardnadze, whose familiarity with interna- 
tional affairs is not conspicuous, but who must certainly enjoy 
the trust of Mr. Gorbachev. 

What may now rightly be called the Gorbachev administra- 
tion will be facing some awesome tasks. The annual rate of 
growth of the Soviet economy is down to 2 per cent in both the 
civilian and the military sectors. Meeting the American tech- 
nological challenge symbolized by the "Star Wars” programme 
may strain Soviet resources to the limit. The Soviet war in 
Afghanistan is going on without a solution in sight. The Middle 
East situation is fraught with some grave threats to Soviet 
policy, notable among them the prospect of a peace process 
resumed under American sponsorship. 

Mr. Gorbachev has shown signs of statesmanship without 
needing to resort to the traditional Soviet methods of brutality. 
But if he fails to set in motion a real dialogue with President 
Reagan - a summit in November does not augur much in itself — 
his quest for economic recovery will be long and arduous. And 
if he does not break the party's bureaucratic stranglehold over 
the economy, the Soviet Union may well lose its credentials as a 
super-power. 

So far Mr. Gorbachev, relatively young though he is, has 
shown himself a nimble enough operator in pulling the strings 
of power inside the Kremlin. But that may not suffice in the 
global arena.

I UKT a Seattle travel agent who 
l&A operates a company that 
conducts expensive tours to such 
destinations as Tibet and Antarctica , . 
says it’s time to “expand into what 
we consider the final frontier. 

A three-day trip aboard a passen- 
ger module attached to the U-5- 
space shuttle or another spacecraft 
would initially cost $1 million a per- 
son, Swartz says. Eventually, the 
cost would be reduced to about 
S50.000 dollars, he says. 

“There is agroundswell of interest 
in space right now,” Swartz says. 
“The question is no longer is there 
going to be space tourism, it’s a 
question of when.” 

Swartz, at a news conference in 
Washington, recently, to announce 
his Project Space Voyage, said: 
“Any place that explorers have 
gone... tourists have eventually fol- 


lowed. We do not feel that space wili 
be any different. 

“We have received a lot of en- 
couragement from Nasa. Especially 
since president Reagan’s 
commercialization-of-space policy,” 
Swartz added. 

According to Swartz’s scenario, 
“Passengers will assist the expedi- 
tion aboard the flight, working and 
living as part of the astronaut team. 

‘Tourism will become the largest 
single industry in space during the 
next century... The technology is 
reliable, and the U.S. is committed 
to putting a space station in earth 
orbit by 1994.” said Swartz. 

* Various aerospace companies 
have been consulted about develop- 
ing a passenger spacecraft that 
would carry up to 32 people at a time 
Swartz said. He declined to identify 
any of the firms. The company hopes 
to begin selling tours by the mid- 
1990s, he said. 


ONE OF THE MOST interesting 
and serious problems that often sur- 
face in Israeli political life is the 
question of how we communicate 
with one another. From what pers- 
pective do we conduct political de- 
bate? What are the shared 
frameworks of value that enable us 
to argue and disagree intelligently? 

Discussion and argument in a 
healthy democractic society require 
feat there exist a shared raise lan- 
guage in which one can appeal in 
trying to convince one's political 
adversary. 

We are a young society but an old 
people. We have gone through many 
different historical stages in our mor- 
al and intellectual development. 
Changed perceptions, different 
emphases, have characterized our 
people in the successive stages of our 
long history. 

Biblical civilization had its own 
mental perception. It would be hard 
to imagine that one could build a 
contemporary political structure 
based on the paradigms of monarchy 
found in the Books of Samuel and 

King s. 

The vast and arbitrary power of 
the kings of Israel and Judah would 
not be an adequate model for a 
contemporary Jew who feels com- 
mitted to the notion of human rights 
and to the importance of constitu- 
tional checks and balances. To speak 
today only from the context of a 
biblical outlook would arouse enor- 
mous opposition from Jews who 
have been shaped by other value 
perceptions. 

If one moves on to the talpiudic 
tradition, similar confects can arise. 
Consider, for example, the talmudic 
response on punishment for Jews 
who desecrate the Shabbat. 
Although talmudic civilization 
ascribed great value to a angle hu- 
man life, it had no place for the 
modem notion of the inalienable 
right of the human being, according 
to which one’s sense of personal 
dignity and political privilege are not 
to be defined by one's theological 
beliefs and religious practices. 

From a purely talmudic frame of 
reference, moral and ethical dignity 
are not a sufficient condition for 
endowing a person with social and

political rights. To speak in the mod- 
em world exclusively from a talmu- 
dic perception would be to use an 
alien language for those Jews who 
are shaped by modem democratic 
political values. 


obliged us to recognize that the Sinai 
model of Israel as a holy people is 
not the unique foundation for Jewish 
communal political fife? 

These issues are momentous and 
require a great deal of wisdom and 
patience as. Jews argue with each 
other in the Israeli political context. 

The desire to be respected and 
loved by feilow-Jews, irrespective of 
religions observance, is a need deep- 
ly felt by many Israelis and by Jews 
throughout the world. 

Soldiers in our army, for instance, 
have often asked me: “Do you 
accept me as your brother even 
though I do not observe the Shab- 
bat?'' Can you five with me, share 
my destiny, support me. fight for 
me. be prepared to. fee for me, 
although I do not share a common 
table with you, a common prayeT or 
common historical memories? • 


TAM CONFIDENT, nonetheless, 
that modern haladuc Judaism is 
capable of developing a political 
theory commensurate with the new 
values that have evolved in the West- 
ern political tradition. But if our 
political language is infused only by 
biblical or talmudic perceptions of 
the Jewish people, we shall fail to 
speak to modern Jews in a way which 
does justice to their own moral and 
ethical world views. 

The political challenge, therefore, 
facing observant Jews in our society 
is, how do we address our fellow 
Jews who do not share our fun- 
damental theological or haladuc 
presuppositions?

Is the only basis for Jewish solidar- 
ity the covenants! normative pers- 
pective of Tora? Are Jewish pri- 
vileges and rights conditional upon 
behavioural conformity to baladiic 
requirements? Or have the modem 
rebirth of Israel and the enormous 
revolutionary thrust of Zionism 


NOT ONLY the ultra-Orthodox, 
but even many members of the reli- 
gious Zionist camp behave political- 
• Iy as if there- had not been radical 
changes in Jewish history. They 
thereby confine th emsclvcs to apoli- 
tical dungeon without windows on 
the Jewish public domain. 

To imagine that one can dictate 
the way Jews utilize their leisure 
time oh the Shabbat through violent 
demonstrations is to five in moral 
and refigkms blindness as to how in 
feet Jews feel and five. Even if one 
feeb great pain at the lack of observ- 
ance, one cannot ignore reality. 

Recently, this blindness man 1 
ifested itself in the call for Knesset 
legislation prohibiting the . sale of 
pork. Not only did the proponents of 
the legislation employ arguments 
that misread the way Jews really live, 
there was also an absurdity in utiliz- 
ing the authority of a secular political 
body to enforce practices whose fun- 
damental meaning is derived from a 
covenantal commitment to God and 
mitvza. 

Kashna expresses erne's commit- 
ment to serve God in the way one 
eats. It has nothing to do with how 
Jews died in Auschwitz or any aes- 
thetic revulsion against pork 
throughout Jewish history. 

The laws of kashna are insepar- 
able from the concept of kedusha 
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(holiness), winch is inseparable from 
the concept of covenant, which is 
inseparable from a deep commit- 
ment to serve God. - 

Tim rhetoric of Jewish martyrdom 
was invoked to posh legislation which 
has no place in a liberal democratic 
Knesset whose authority is not 
founded on the basis of Tora. 

TO SEEK support for religious prac- 
tices from a secular legislative body, 
most of whose members do not 
themselves live by the Halacha, is to 
desecrate the Tora. One undermines 
the sanctity and authority of the 
Halacha by making haladuc prac- 
tice binding through the will of the 
majority of the Knesset. Coalition 
agreements do not give God greater 
sanctity in history. 

The Judaic tradition always taught 
that Judaism must be based upon 


knowledge and understanding. | 
suggest to these legislators that in

IRRESPONSIBLE LINKAGE

Sir, - Sabbath desecration 
has been by certain rabbis and reli- 
gious politicians linked to such 
dreadful human tragedies as the re- 
cent bus-train collision.

Scripture has a message for them 
too, T too have given them inh uman 
statutes and laws they cannot live W 
(Ezekiel 20,5).” [Sabbath Laws 2,3]
